Margaritis, 44, the 1980 Aus- 
tralian Coach of the Year, has 
been polinaying in Europe 
after resigning from South 
Melbourne Hellas. 

While in Greece he was 
asked by Koudas, the great 
Greek international forward, 
to ‘arrange games for him in 
Australia. 

“‘Koudas wants to. play 
about 10 guest games with an 
Australian club after the 
Greek season ends, about June 
or July next year,’’ Margaritis 
said. 

‘He is one of the all-time 
greats of Greek soccer and I’m 
sure any club here would bene- 
fit from his presence — not 
only through results but alsoat 
the gate. The Greek fans here 
would flock to see him.” 

Margaritis was enthralled 
by Soviet-born forward Vas- 
silis Hatzipanais, the star of 
Iraklis. 

Panathinaikos of Athens re- 
cently offered the equivalent 
of $1.5 million to buy Hatzi- 
panais who refused 

“Under the rules of Greek 
soccer,’ Margaritis explains, 
“you are a free player after 
eight years with one club. Hax- 
zipanais so far has served 
Iraklis for seven years, and 
when the eight years are up, 
he'll be able to put more than 
half a million dollars in his 
own pocket when he trans- 
fers.” 

Margaritis rates Hatzi- 
panais as the best player in 
Europe — better than Diego 
Maradona, Karl-Heinz Rum- 
nee, Paolo Rossi — the

“He can do things I have 
never seen in my life — not 
even from Pele himself,’’ Mar- 
garitis said. 

*‘T saw him clip ball, make it 
spin over the head of an oppo- 
nent, and regain possession on 
the other side. 

“He will strike the ball and 
make it swerve one particular 
way as many times as you like. 
With free kicks he is unbelie- 
vable. 

“In one game, he was on the 
byeline, in a position from 
which he could not score. 
There was a man on the other 
side, but he couldn’t pass to 
him because the goalkeeper 
and a couple of defenders were 
in the way. So he ran away 
from the goal and then played 
a back-heel pass from 30 met- 
res, straight to the other for- 
ward, who scored. The fans of 
both clubs went wild. They 
couldn’t believe it. 

“It's like that wherever he 
plays. The opposing fans love 
him just as much, because he’s 
absolutely unbelievable. 

‘At first I thought he may 
be just a ball artist who is 
unable to cope in physical 
clashes. That is not so, how- 
ever. He’s a bit small but he’s 
very tough, and. he can take it.

The choice of Penrith Park as venue for the league grand final 
on Sunday must be applauded. 

Penrith is a thriving regional centre, about 40 miles west of 
Sydney and within a short driving distance of soccer suburbs like 
Bankstown, Blacktown, Liverpool! and Parramatta. 

Let’s face it, the two finalists — Sydney City Hakoah and St 
George Budapest — cannot by any stretch of the imagination 
command a big crowd, no matter where they play. 

A neutral venue was of course necessary and usually the nod 
goes to the Sydney Sports Ground. 

But soccer fans committed to neither club hardly would subject 
themselves to the long drive from the outer western suburbs to 
the edges of Darlinghurst. 

Many of them will however pop in at Penrith, even if only 
through curiosity. 

The St George supporters can’t really complain. From their 
oe club at Mortdale, it’s no further to Penrith than it is to the 
city. 
Hakoah supporters unfortunately are inconvenienced, but if 
they’re upset about it, they should blame their colleagues. Let's 
face it, if all the members of the Hakoah social club at Bondi 
were to attend the club’s soccer games, they could name any 
venue of their choice. But if only a couple of hundred choose to 
support the team, they hardly can complain about this genuine 
attempt to spread the soccer gospel into the outer suburbs. 

I'm sure both clubs will benefit, because the attendance will be 
bigger than it would have been in the city. The financial gain or 
otherwise depends on what kind of deal the league has managed to 
negotiate for ground rental.

. I have learned to live with 
the knowledge that, in this 
country anyway, soccer inter- 
ests mainly the various mi- 
grant groups; that we will 
never stage the World Cup, let 
alone win it. 

Yes, I have made my e 
with myself long ago. I am 

epared to accept soccer as it 
is, with warts and all, an 
aberration for the Antipo- 
deans, shunned by The Estab- 
lishment, ignored by the 
Press, ridiculed by rival codes 
and hopelessly, forlornly and 
epee loved by a hand- 


Even the game’s minority 
status has ceased to annoy or 
embarrass me; minorities 
always have held a fascination 
for me. For most of my life, I 
have been in a minority of one 
sort or another anyway. 

What I do find intolerable, 
however, it that our Wise 
Leaders keep telling us that 
soccer’s present status — Out- 
cast, shunned, minority, a bi- 
zarre oddity — is of temporary 
nature only, 

I wouldn’t mind at all if they 
were lying — but, tragically 
enough they half believe it. 

In the past two weeks I have 
attended two of those soccer 
functions where the bonhomie 
of the occasion brings the 
worst out of keynote speakers. 

They climb the podium, 
grab the micro e, cast the 
eye over their captive au- 

ence struggling with the an- 
tipasta on their plate — and 
then proceed to treat us as if 
we were retarded children. 

Speech after tedious speech 
we hear about the game’s bril- 
liant future, about the giant 
steps forward and about the 
boom just around the corner. 
For good measure, the worn 
out old cliches sprinkle their 
seth time 
we hear about ‘...cur 490,000 
juniors,’ ‘...the only inter- 
national code of football’, the 
‘unifying nature of soccer 
which binds(?) migrants and 
old Aussies...’ and other stuff 
like that. 

Pll let you in on a secret. In 
the past fortnight I heard this 
twice from Arthur George as 
well as from others. I peered 


at the ceiling expecting to see 
some cracks but no, there was 
no immediate divine inter- 
vention. 

But I have also heard — and 
read — the same madly opti- 
mistic ctions from dozens 
of others over the years:

ee he did, He played for HSV for two years 
and even became league champion once more. 
But on June 1, 1982, he said goodbye and gave 
up his career after a final e against the 
German international team he himself had so 
strongly influenced in the seventies. 


And I must say he was right to have made 
his comeback. We were able to enjoy the art 
of soccer “'a la Beckenbauer’’ for another two 
years. 


Yes, I really do mean ‘‘art”’ because for 18 
years Franz has spoilt us with his elegant 


for doing the right thing at the right time. Was 
it instinct, reflexes, genius, or a combination 
of all these factors that made him the world’s 
best soccer player? We, that is the sports 
journalists, named him “‘Kaiser’’ because he 
sometimes really gave you the impression of 
being an unassailable monarch of soccer. 


One of my colleagues once wrote, ‘‘Some- 
times he looks so out of place in the game -- 
when things are getting rough that he reminds 
me of a gentleman accidentally involved in a 
pub brawl.’’ Yes, he was also attributed the 
title of gentleman. I suppose this compliment 
came from females, for Beckenbauer’s ele- 
gant style of play won soccer many new fans 
amongst women. 


This was what essentially distinguished him 
from other soccer players. Of course, he 
knows that he has a natural talent for this 
sport, ‘I’m grateful for that,’’ he told me. ‘‘If 
I had been born a few years earlier I might 
never have become so popular. I really do 
thank God for this gift.” 


So the Franz Beckenbauer era Is over. The 
only time we'll be seeing him on a soccer pitch 
again will be in all-star games, But he’s 
certain .to stay in touch with his beloved sport. 
In his new function as an Adidas representa- 
tive he won't have any difficulty doing that. 
And he'll pass on his wealth of experience and 
skill to others. Maybe he'll discover a new 


style of play. He didn’t simply play soccer, he

The poet T.S. Elliot once wrote that the world would end, not 
with-a bang, but with a whimper. 

He had the nuclear holocaust in mind, of course, but he could 
just as well have been referring to Victorian soccer. 

At Middle Park on Sunday, as Hellas-Hakoah went through the 
motions of fulfilling its last league fixture against a pale imitation 
of a George Cross team (suitably clad in virginal white shirts), 
the main topic of discussion was the merger between George 
Cross and Sunshine City. 

The great merit of the scheme is that it reduces the number of 
clubs by one. Now if only the bottom six clubs could merge, we'd 
be getting somewhere. 

In fact if two-thirds of the clubs in Victoria disappeared over- 

night, we'd be better off, but even then there wouldn’t be enough [ 
skilled players to go round. 
’ According to the VSF pecking order, there are 10 more divi- 
sions each of fourteen clubs, of lower standard than State League, 
I refuse to believe it. It defies credulity that any league could 
produce a worse game than this. 

What we are seeing is the fruits of the policy of putting quantity 
before quality, so that at successive annual general meetings 
various dignitaries can rise to their feet and state proudly that 
from Nar-Nar-Goon to Langwarrin, from Hamilton to Lakes En- 
ance, there are thousands more players playing soccer. Rub- 

$ 

If State League represents the pinnacle of success, those thou- 
sands aren’t playing soccer. Soccer is a skilful, entrancing, super 
game that calls for dedication, fitness and a higher degree of ball- 
control than any other game, and it’s light-years away from what 
was dished up at Middle Park. 

The catch-cry has gone up: “‘We can raise our own players, cut 
out the imports, we don't want any more U.K. has-beens.”’ 

Apart from being dn insult to players like Jimmy MacKay and 
the rest, who gave us our Golden Age which ended in the early 
1970's the jibe about being has-beens is being disproved every 
week, If those players who took us to the World Cup Finals in '74 
ere the present crop only can be described as never 
will-be’s 

The hardy few who attended Sunday’s wake were complaining 
that they had paid $3 to get in. Of course, they didn’t leave, they 
wanted their money's worth, but if the home club had been smart, 
it would have let them in free, and charged them $10 to get out. It 
would have made more money. 

And talking of money, where does it go? The bulk of it goes into 
the players’ pockets, of course. With the honorable exception of a 
couple on each side, like George Hannah, Duncan Cummings, 
Sean Rooney and Bobby Toal, the rest should shuffle forward, 
heads averted, hands tentatively outstretched on pay-day, 
mumble their thanks and immediately donate their ill-gotten 
gains to charity. As my old friend Freddy was fond of saying, 
most of them wouldn’t get a kick in a stampede. 

As I was leaving the ground, I met another stalwart from the 
Golden Age of Victorian Soccer, trying to look inconspicuous on a 
hundred yards of empty terracing. It was Mike Mandalis,, who 
said to me: ‘‘What league’s this, Les?” 

“It's the State League", I replied, choking back a sob, ‘‘Come 
on,’’ he said, ‘‘you always were a comedian, tell me the truth.” 

When! finally conyinced him that ‘this was it, this was the 
cream) these were the darlings of the officials who said we didn’t 
need a national competition, he tottered off, ashen-faced to the 
bar. He should have headed off home for his boots, he could still 
play this lot off the part with his eyes shut. 

In the bar he would have met a good player, Billy Wilkinson, 
who for some strange reason, doesn’t get a game for Georgie, and 
another one, Steve Lawson, who goes into hospital again this 
weck a another operation on the ankle that has kept him out for 
13 weeks. 

Now Georgie fans, and to a lesser degree, Sunshine fans, have. a 
new fillip for next season, but what of the Hellas-Hakoah merger, 
the experiment that failed.

Born in Mariano del 
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cannot remember want- 
ing to be anything other 
than a goalkeeper but 
lack of height appeared 
likely to jeopardise his 
chances during his early 
years. 

In his mid teens though 
he began to sprout and at 
15 went to Juventus for a 
trial. The club was not 
impressed and declined 
to sign him, That mis- 
take was to cost “‘Juve”’ 
a million dollars! 

Internazionale Milan 
also decided against 
offering terms and it was 
left to Udinehse to real- 
ise that the eager young- 
ster possessed  out- 
“x standing ability. 

Zolf made his Serie A 
debut for the Friuli club 
in September, 1961; and 
conceded five goals at 
Florentina! 

It didn’t take him long 
to hit the headlines how- 
ever, Starring for Udi- 
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nense as it beat 
champion Juventus in 
Turin. 


Despite this sensatio- 
nal result, Udinense was 
relegated but its poaiee- 
per was not to linger in 
the lower division for 
long as Mantova willing- 
ly. paid a substantial 
transfer fee. 

Although Mantova 
made little headway in 
Serie A, Zoff did and he 
extracted ample revenge 
on Inter, which had re- 
jected him a few years 
earlier. 

The Milan club trav- 
K elled to lowly Mantova 
K requiring a win to secure 
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the 1966-67 league title. 
Instead it was denied by 
the home side’s inspired 
last line of defence and it 
was Juventus that topped 
the ladder. 

During his four 
seasons at Mantova, the 
club yo-yoed between the 
top two sections. Ob- 
viously it had little 
chance of gaining major 
honors and Zoff was 
happy moving to Napoli. 

The Neapolitans, then 
as now, were eagerly re- 
cruiting talent in an at- 
tempt to stumble across 
a combination capable of 
gaining its first 
championship success. 

The title eluded Napoli 
but its goalkeeper thri- 
ved. In 1968 he wore the 
Italian jersey for the 
first time in a European 
Championship quarter 
, final game against Bul- 
\ garia.

lavia were overcome, 
enabling Italy to gain its 
first major accolade 
since the 1938 World Cup. 

The Slavs’ defeat in 
the Rome final remains 
the most memorable 
match of Zoff’s anaes 
career. 

By the time the World 
Cup came round two 
years later Ricki Alber- 
tosi had regained the 
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Fruili, near Venice, Zoff - 
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‘keeper's position for 
“Azzurri’’ and Zoff had 
to be content watching 
his countrymen reach 
the final from the sub- 
stitutes’ bench. 


If the Italian selectors 
harbored doubts about 
Zoff's talent, Juventus 
had become, belatedly, 
convinced of his worth 
and in the summer of 
1972 he went into the 
football annals as the 
first million-dollar 
goalkeeper. 

Many will argue that 
no player is worth such a 
sum of money but it is 
doubtful if any Juventus 
supporters are included 
in their number. 


Zoff has not missed a 
Single league game 
during his decade at 
Turin, during which the 
Zebras have been Italian 
champions half a dozen 
times. 

In the middle of his in- 
itial season with Juven- 
tus, Zoff clocked up a se- 
quence of 903 minutes 
without conceding a goal. 
Recalled to international 
duty, he did even better 
with Italy. 


For 1,143 minutes the 
Italian goal remained un- 
breached. Among the 
countries defied by Zoff 
during this period were 
Austria, Brazil, England 
(twice), Sweden and 
Switzerland (twice). 


Amazingly, it was 
little Haiti that finally 
beat him. That occurred 
during the 1974 World 
Cup finals, in which his 
team among the pre- 
tournament favorites, 
failed to get beyond the 
first phase. This was a 
bitter blow for Zoff, who 
had been runner-up in the 
previous year’s Eu- 
ropean Footballer of the 
Year poll — a tribute to 
his part in Juventus’ run 
through the Champions’ 
Cup final. 

Defeated by Ajax Am- 
sterdam then, Juve had 
to wait until 1977 before . 
recording its first and 
long overdue success ‘in 
European competition 
when overcoming Athlet- 
ico Bilbao in the UEFA 
Cup decider. 

By this time Zoff had 
been long established as 
one of the game’s leading 
personalities and he had 
every reason to look for- 
ward to the World Cup in 
Argentina. 

Unfortunately, his 1978 
campaign is best recall- 
ed for the three long- 
range shots which beat 
him as Italy finished a 
creditable fourth. 


Was Zoff’s career on 
the decline? That per- 
tinent question was 
posed throughout the 
soccer world as coun- 
tless Mundial post- 
mortems were held, 


The answer came 
quickly as Zoff produced 
the best form of his life 
and the veteran has sub- 
sequently passed many 
milestones. 

Late in 1981 he beat 
Giacinto Facchetti’s 
record of 94 caps for 
Italy and.during the 
World Cup he broke the 
century. 

Only Silvio Piola (566 
appearances) has played

He’s got a World Cup

While Paolo Rossi rightly was halled as 
the hero of the 1982 World Cup, West 
German goalkeeper Toni Schumacher, just 
as conclusively, was universally branded 
the Mundial’s villain over his brutal attack 
on Patrick Battiston, which resulted in the 


_ Frenchman being stretchered off uncon- 


scious and minus two teeth. 


‘Schumacher now finds 
himself as the most 
loathed individual in 
International soccer — 
subject to abuse from 
fans and even death 
threats from the lunatic 
fringe. 

Life therefore has 
turned sour for a player 
who only recently des- 
cribed himself as one of 
the luckiest in the game. 

Schumacher joined 
Cologne, his only senior 
club, In 1972 from ama- 
teurs Schwarz-Weilb 
Duren and within two 
seasons was a regular in 
the Bundesliga. 

Although officially 
named Harald, the 
Cologne fans _ rechris- 
tened him ‘‘Toni’’ In 
deference to another, 
unrelated Schumacher; 
who had been a popular 
between the 


team’s posts a decade 
earlier. 

The new tag stuck 
almost Immedistely. 

Cologne won the West 
German Cup In 1977 and 
&@ year tater accom- 
plished a rare league-cup 
**doubloe.’’ 

Although Cologne's 
last fine of defence was 
prominent during both 
triumphant campaigns, 
Schumacher was rated 
no higher than fifth best 
in the country. 

With the ultra-durable 
Sepp Maier seemingly In 
Permanent possession of 
West Germany's No.1 
jersey, the prospect of 
senior international 
soccer appeared remote. 

Remarkably, fate 
thrust Schumacher into 
contention. 

A car crash cruelly ter- 
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and his immediate suc- 
cessors suffered olther 
drastic loss of form or In- 
jury. Thus the Cologne 
custodian was called up 
to. face iceland in May, 
1979. 

Ho previously had 
been capped thrice at 
**B” level and played in 
six youth Internationals, 
therefore should not 
have been overawed by 
the occasion but unac- 
countably ‘‘froze”’ 
having a horrendous 
match, though the 
Germans won 3-1. 

Schumacher had to 
wait another 11 months 
before being given s 
second opportunity and 
this time played com- 
petently enough to be

enburg everywhere else, the 
club is the country’s most pop- 
ular. 

Although meagre by World 
standards, its average league 
attendances of 13,000 stands as 
the best in Sweden and during 
major games the Nya Ullevi 
Stadium, which was built for 
the 1958 World Cup, is filled to 
its 53,000 capacity. 


Founded in 1904, IFK won its 
first national championship 
just four years later at a time 
when the city of Gothenburg 
dominated Swedish soccer. 


It was traditional Jocal rival 
Dergryte which enjoyed the 
greater success though and it 
is still Sweden's most accom- 
plished club at domestic level, 
with 13 championships to its 
name; even if the last one 
came more than 40 years ago! 

IFK has gained eight titles, 
but its greatest claim to fame, 
prior to last season, was as a 
nursery for overseas clubs. 


Gunnar Gren, Gunnar An- 
dersson and Ralf Edstroem all 
started their careers with IFK 
before gaining glory with AC 
Milan, Olympique Marseilles 
and PSV Eindhoven respec- 
tively.

have little chance of keeping

Ronnie Whelan —Ilreland’s greatest? 


There are few aspects of 
soccer more exciting than an 
unknown young player burst- 
ing on to the scene and enth- 
railing fans throughout the 
world. ; 


Irishman Ronnie Whelan, 20, is in only 
his second senior season with Liverpool 
yet is being widely tipped to become fré- 
land's greatest footballing son. 

Whelan signed for Liverpool on his 18th 
birthday after only a handful of games for 
the League of Ireland club Home Farm. 

He initially was apprehensive about his 
move across the Irish Sea as his father, 
who made two international appearances 
in 1964, once had trialled with Chelsea only 
to return to Dublin with acute home sick- 
ness, 

The younger Whelan suffered from the 
same problem but gritted his teeth and let 
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the Liverpool grooming machine project 
him towards stardom. 

Thirty appearances and eight goals for 
the Liverpool reserve side which won the 
1980-8) Central League championship gave 
indications of a glittering future, yet first 
team opportunities at Anfield are rare as 
gold dust. 

_ Only once during the season was he 
given the chance to parade his talents in 
the First Division. A magnificent display 
against Stoke City, which included the 
opening goal in a 3-0 victory, claimed the 
sporting headlines, yet he found himself 
back in second team football the following 
week. 

Eire though does not enjoy the same 
luxury of depth and Whelan was drafted in 
to make his debut in a magnificent 3-1 
defeat of Czechoslovakia. 

Whelan now is a fixture in the Repub- 

. lic's team, which has achieved an un- 
precedented respectability in world soc- 
cer. 
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Liverpool probably would have been 
content to keep Whelan in the wings for a 
further year had his team not experienced 
an appalling start to last season. 

Changes obviously were essential and 
the wiry Irishman was brought into mid- 
field. His success was immediate and so 
conlusive that seasoned English inter- 
national Ray Kennedy was allowed to 
leave for Swansea. 

The League Cup final triumph over Tot- 
tenhdm has been the highlight, to date, of 
the Liverpool revival. Here Whelan scored 


‘ twice during his Wembley debut. 


Poise, balance, the ability to ghost into 
scoring positions, vision and equal effec- 
tiveness with left and right foot are his 
hallmarks.
